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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The present Office action is made in response to the reply filed on 1 1/02/2005. It 
is noted that in the reply, applicant has made changes to the specification, the drawings 
and the claims. Regarding to the claims, applicant has amended claims 8, 11-13; 
canceled claims 2, 14-18; and added a new set of claims, i.e., 19-25, into the 
application. The pending claims 1, 3-13, and 19-25 are examined in this Office action. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings contained two sheets of corrected figures 1 , 4 and 4a were 
received on 11/02/05. These drawings are approved by the Examiner. 

Specification 

3. The lengthy specification which is amended by the amendment of 1 1/02/05 has 
not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence of all possible 
minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which 
applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1,3-13 and 1 9-25 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The microscope as recited in independent claim 1 is patentable with respect to 
the cited art, in particular, the U.S. Patent Nos. 6,239,905; 6,252,704; and 
3,259,012 and the Japanese reference No. 5-323201 by the limitations related to 
the structure of the braces for connecting the head portion and the base portion 
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of the microscope. It is noted that the use of a C-shaped frame for supporting a 
head section having an objective and a base section supporting a stage is known 
as can be seen in each of the mentioned references. However, the cited art does 
not disclose a microscope having a C-shaped frame for connecting the head 
section and the base section and two curvilinear braces for connecting the head 
section and the base section as claimed. 

It is noted that in the microscope recited in Patent No. 6,252,704, the Patent 
discloses the use of two curved sections/housings (40, 80) supporting an 
objective system and a stage and teaches that the two housings come to contact 
to each other via the operation of a knob, see column 5, lines 13-21; however, 
while the two curved housings 40 and 80 can come to contact to each other, but 
they do not connect the two housings because the two housings are moved and 
separated from each other when a focusing process is made. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
